mitted to have been a wrong commit­ 
ted by the authorities at the mitbreak 
cf the Civil war. 
Cabin .John bridge is a stone struc­ 
ture that sp ans a small tributary of 
the Potomac in Maiy land, about six 
miles north of Washington. It w'as foi 
many y ears ore of the show' sp ots of 
the national cap ital because It was 
the longest single stone snan bridg*^ 
In the world. Of late y ears Its chiet 
distinction has been the tablet bear­ 
ing the names of the men w'ho built 
ft, minus the name of .Jefferson Da­ 
vis. When the bridge was built 
Mr. 
Davis was secretary of war, and his 
name led all the rest, but when he 
became the Confederate p resident his 
name, under government orders, was 
chi.seled from the tablet.
